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Complaints On n Increase _.

Charges of employment and 
housing discrimination filed in 
Franklin County increased in 
the first quarter of this year, 
compared to this time last year, 
according to the Southeast 
Regional Office. of the Ohio 
Civil Rights Commission 
(OCRC) and two other local 
agencies. 

The Cotumbus Urban 
League and the Columbus 
Chapter of the NAACP say the 
increases in housing and 
empioyment discrimination 
charges have been broGght on 
by bad economic situations 
affecting blacks. 

Robert D. Brown, executive 
director, OCRC, 220 Parsons 
Ave., told The CALL & POST 
Monday that the agency 
received and processed 1,570 
discrimination cases between 
January and March of this 
year. Last year's figure was less 
than this year’s Brown added. 


Brown said 40 percent of 
those complaints were of sex 
discrimination, one reason 
behind the increase in the 
number of charges filed with 
the agency so far this year. 

Brown said 96 percent of 
discrimination charges nor- 
mally received are in employ- 
ment, housing and public 
accommodation, while about 4 
percent fall in other categories. 

The Columbus Chapter of 
NAACP received 70 com- 
plaints of employment and 
housing discrimination in the 
first quarter of this year, while 
the agency received 40 com- 
plaints this time last year.

Putting Right Foot Forward 


The Ohio Association of Minority Architects and Engi- 
neers isa recently organized—self-interested state 
group which is strongly counting on achieving its primary 
goal through the political process. 

And if the number of politicians who attended OAMAE's 
initial conference in Columbus can be accepted asa yard- 
stick, the group has started off on the right foot. — 

The conference, as explained by its president, Rotert P. 
Madison, of Madison and Madison International of Cieve- 
land, was “designed to introduce minority architectural 
and engineering firms to state agencies which contract for 
A/E consultant services and to learn of state agencies’ 
contracting and qualifying procedures, and immediate 
consultant opportunities.” 

Gov. Richard F. Celeste obviously realized that it wasa 
challenge that his young administration would have to 
meet head-on, or risk jeopardizing its credibility. So 
Celeste not only assigned five of his Cabinet members to 
participate in the Conference, but he readily consented io 
deliver the keynote address. 

The five Cabinet members not only committed them- 
selves to fulfilling the state's Set Aside Law and equal 
employment program, but told the group where the pro- 
jects are and the procedure for plugging into them 

Celeste took his aides' commitments a step further, say- 
ing-this“is going to bea new day forminorities in Onio, and 
we reject the argument that minorities qualified for the 
contracts can't be found.”

sure. Under his legislation, 
trucks would pay at Jeast 460 
percent more in the highway- 
use taxation. Hemaintains 
that the measure ts needed to 
force truckers to pay their fair 
share for road and bridge 
damage. 

According to Ike Thompson, 
a study by the U.S. General 


_ Accounting Office showed that 


a five-axle tractor-trailer, haul- 
ing 80,000 pounds, does as 
much damage to roads and 
bridges as 9,600 automobiles. 

Under a bill sponsored by 
James, chairman of the Com-— 
mittee on Aging and Housing, 
the penalty for smuggling 
drugs of. abuse, other than 
marijuana, into the state's men- 
tal health and mental retarda- 
tion centers. would increase. 

The present offense is a 
second degree misdemeanor,’ 
carrying ajail term of up to 90 
days, plus a maximum fine of 
$750. His bill.would raise the 
offense to-a fourth degree fel- 
ony, carrying a fine of up to 
$2,500 and a maximum of five 
years’in prison. ; 

His bill was approved by a 
vote of 91 to 0 and sent to the 
Senate for consideration.

Prior to our modern day ~ 
embalming practices, there ~ 
were many exhumations of the 
dead from graves to be exam- » 
ined for possible foul play.

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South Linden ResidentsForm Coalition 


In Order To ProtectAnd Preserve Area 


By JANICE D. HAMLET 


South Linden residents have 
a coalition. They organized a 
Christmas parade which 
attracted over 1,000 kids; deve- 
loped a project to rid the com- 
munity of crime and violence 
for 24 hours; fed the hungry, 
provided shelter for the. 
homeless. 

And the South Linden Lead- 
ership is still fighting to make 
their community safe and 
attractive. 

‘Working TogetherTo 
improve The Community” has 
been the battle cry in South 
Linden. Success has come 
from residents caring endugh 
about their community to 
change It. 


The South Linden area con- 
sists of the boundaries of Hud- 
son St. to Bonham Ave. and 
Penn R.R. to I-71. It was settied 
during the Revolutionary War. 

During the 60's, there wasan 
upswing in growth in much of 
Columbus, but the Linden area

A major accomplishment of 
the community was to per- 
suade the Kroger Co. to main- 
tain a supermarket on Cleve- 


land Ave. as well as assist the 
community in its revitalization 
efforts. 

In October. 1962, the Kroger 
Co. opened a store at Cleve- 
land and 17th Aves. However, 
management decided to close 
the store when the company 
built the new superstore in the 
Northern Lights Shopping 
Center. 

It was not until Lumpkin, 


experienced stagnation. 
Because of disorganization 
and less attention from city 
administrators, Linden be- 
came blighted in several areas. 


Phe first visible project was 
the lighting of every street from 
Hudson St. to 17th Ave. SLIG 
president, Clarence Lumpkin 
said the Linden area is one of 
the few communities where 
every street is lighted. 

“Street lighting occurs about 
100’-150’ along the west side of 
Cleveland Avenue south of 
17th Avenue and on the east 
side north of 17th Avenue,” he 
said. About $1,750 was allotted 
for the project. 

Another vital project of the 
community was the eradica- 
tion of the flooding problems 
through the installation of a 
sewer separation system. 
Lumpkin said it took 15 years 


to complete, noting that plans | 


beganin 1963. The project was 
completed in 1978. 


Residents of Linden tried to 
address the changes its com- 
munity was undergoing. Var- 
ious interest groups attempted 
to create a sense of unity 
among residents. 

It was in this climate that the 
South Linden Leadership 
Group was formed. 

The purpose of the group is 


Edna Pace and the Rev. David 
Todd, pastor of Bethel AME 
Church negotiated with the 
Kroger people stressing the 
value of the. store to the com- 
munity. that plans went into 
effect to keep the store open. 

It addition to keeping the 
store open, management 
began a marketing program 
intended to meet the shopping 
demands of the predominately 
black area. 

The store was forced to close 
in September 1982 because of 
the increase in vandalism. But, 
according to Lumpkin, Kroger 
still tried to honor its commit- 
ment to the community. 

“Kroger said that if we could 
find a minority operator to take 
over the store, they would sell 
him the store for $50,000. The 
money would not go to Kroger 
but to the community to pro- 
vide scholarships for our child- 
ren. Unfortunately we could 
not find one,” he said. - 

Other projects of the com- 
munity have included curb 
replacements, acquisition, rel- 
ocation and improvements of 
17th and Cleveland Ave. inter- 
sections, street and alley resur- 
facing, sidewalk and service 
strips and street trees.

Housing Services is a private 
ronprotit neighborhood 
improvement organization 
serving parts of Linden and Liv- 
ingston Park. 

After six years of operation 
jn the Linden community, 
CNHS opened its second 
office in the Livingston Park 
area on June, 1982. Since then 
there has been considerable 
progress made in attacking 
neighborhood decay. 

The CNHS free exterior paint 
program caused 25 homes to 
be painted either by owner 
ocupants or by private contrac- 
tors.

Grisby said Penn will be sent 
to amaximum security psychi- 
atric hospital for treatment, 
possibly the Timothy B. Moritz 
Forensic Center at the Central 
Ohio Psychiatric Hospital, 
1960 W. Broad St. in Colum- 
bus 

During court testimony last 
week before Grisby’s ruling, 
psychiatrists and psycholo- 
gists differed on Penn's mental 
state. Dr. Thomas Rockwell of 
the Southwest Forensic Center 
in Columbus said Penn could 
be treated with the drug Thora- 
zine, which could make him 
competent for trial in about six 
weeks. 

Dr. John Halas, a Columbus 
psychiatrist, gave a year as the 
time it would take before Penn 
could be treated to become 
competent 

Penn has been in psychiatric 
facilities 14 times, according to 
testimony of psychiatrists and 
psychologists, who said that 
he was incoherent and suf- 
fered from schizophrenia, 
which is a mental illness char- 
acterized by delusions and a 
distorted perception of reality
